driver of an American Red 
Cross 
ambulance. 
Ile describes some of the horrors 
of trench life*, having had opportun­ 
ity to observe it. 
Ile drives his ear 
within two hundred yards 
of 
the 
trenches to receive the wounded and 
haul them t o emergency 
hospitals 
and later to central hospitals in the 
larger t o w n s of France. 
The Rev. and Mrs. Ryan did not 
know their -on wa- going to the 
front until after he wa- aboard a. 
vessel on the way over. 
He arrived 
in Fiance June 22 and i- now sta­ 
tioned near Dunkirk. 
‘‘This war is an awful thing,” he 
writes. 
“Father has been (brough it. 
He knows what it means. Things are 
different now. to be -lire, but ’ast the 
aune men who arc not killed outright 
oilier. 
“ Because they can’t have hospi­ 
tals up close to i he trenches, for 
they would shell them, so they have 
to h a v e them away back, and when 
a poor man i- s h o t , if if, is in t h e 
daytime, 
he mii-t he* kept 
in 
tile 
trenches 
suffering 
until 
nightfall. 
Then they bring them out and back 
about two hundred y a r d s and we get 
them and take them hack a mile or 
so the doctors can fix them without 
being -hot. 
In a day or two they 
are taken to Paris or any other town 
in France where there is *i big hos­ 
pital. 
‘So you can sec how the poor fel­ 
lows suffer 
Some of them die be­ 
fore then* i- a chance 
to 
remove 
them from the trenches and some die 
in your ear. 
It i- an awful thing—- 
this war, but I ani glad to come over 


h e re and help what I eau. 
‘They are fighting hard on each 
side and I sure dread the time when 
tin* French and English 
start 
to 
drive the Germans back.

trenches so that in ease their men 
are driven back,

surely will, and ! hope soon. 
‘They will poison the water, put 
powder under tin* ground and then 
when the other -oldie?- are in their 
old trenches, blow them to pieces.

last Saturday and have had 
a good re-t here. 
I go out again to­ 
morrow and stay out at the trenches 
tor thirty day-. 
Then you come for 
a little rest for a week. 
I sleep out 
in my ambulance and eat o u t d o o r s - 
all the time, which make- me feel 
fine, but -ce some awful sights when 
I have to carry some of the poor 
fellows, some of them shot all to 
pieces. 
Father know- just how it is. 
Tic had four years of it.” 
In closing Mr. Ryan savs that he

who will have no reform unless they 
may have it entirely their own W’ay. 
As a leading bull moose, Mr. Lott 
advocated general primaries. 
The 
primary election system w a s one of 
the “principles” of the null moose 
party. 
Vet here the first chance the 
state of Indiana has to make an ex­ 
periment with general primaries, one 
of the shouting followers 
of 
Mr. 
Roosevelt is trying to put the law 
out of commission through act of 
the courts. 
Mr. Lott’s objections to the law 
as it stands mav be technically well­ 
founded. 
He enumerates 
a 
great 
many items that he declares arc an ­ 
tagonistic to the provisions and re­ 
strict ions of tile constitution.

The law’ is not 
ideal,

tion theory, but it does give the vo­ 
ters the right to vote direct for the 
aspirants for nominations 
Mr. Lott’s objections to this law, 
therefore, arc inconsequential. 
The 
restrictions of which he complains 
do not defeat the main purpose of 
the law. 
It is a poor law, but it is 
sufficiently clear and comprehensive 
enough to give the people of Indi­ 
ana a chance to test (nit the state­ 
wide primary plan of making nomi­ 
nations. 
Then if the system ap­ 
peals to them as a feasible method 
of choosing their nominees, it will 
be an easy matter to amend flu* law’ 
in the next legislature ann relieve it 
of its objeteionable features.

which may be insured. 
Heretofore 
live cent- was the cheapest rate for 
postal insurance. 
Now any value 
higher than fifty dollars could he 
insured. 
No value up to one hun­ 
dred dollars may be insured. 
The 
section of the postal laws as amend­ 
ed reads: 
“ Fourth class mail matter shall 
not be registered, but may be insur­ 
ed against loss in an amount equiv­

to its 
actual 
value,

not to exceed .$25 on payment of a 
fie of five cents; not to exceed $50 
on payment of a lee of IO cents; or 
not to exceed $100 on payment of a 
fee of 25 cents, in addition to the

Staff Correspondent.I 
Paris, Aug. ti (By Mail)— Every­ 
body in France knows it, so why try 
to keep it a secret J France is not at 
all satisfied with what England has

Englishmen in France, soldiers as 
well as sojourner’s admit France is 
right. 
And now come stories by private 
conveyance from Great Britian that 
London is being 
fortified 
with 
a 
couple of rows of defenses running 
entirely around tile city; that the 
English are saying “one never can 
tell what will happen,” that they ad­ 
mit lack of ammunition and will con­ 
tinue to lack it even under hest p o s ­ 
sible conditions for some months to 
come; 
that if tin* Germans make a 
dash for Calais and the other Chan­ 
nel ports with forces such as sin* is 
using around Warsaw, th.-re will he 
no stopping them at present. 
What do all these stories mean? 
the French are asking. 
What is the 
matter 
with 
England after more 
than a year of war.* Why can’t she 
with all her steel mills and kindred 
w orks, turn 
out 
much 
more than 
sufficient 
ammunition, 
enough, in 
fact, to supply her allice? 
“Strikes have hampered us,” Eng­ 
lishmen in France give as an excuse 
for many of these questions. 
“Why 
tolerate 
strikes?” 
the 
French a-k impatiently, “ when the 
life of England hangs in the balance 
with our own and that of several 
other c o u n trie s perhaps as well? 


Now, with fall 
almost 
at hand, 
England i> --till holding with great 
effort at that, lier little JO miles of 
front. 
The French hold 500 miles. 
In the l l months of trench-fighting 
this proportion has not changed and 
many has been the time when French 
artillery has been called

Gabriel Hanotaux, former Minis­

llanotaux did not

Nor is 
that all he said. 
“The Knirlish Min­ 
isters were prodigal of magnificent 
phrases,”

I asked an Englishman why Eng­ 
land still held only her 30-mile front

His reply, in

“There are three million soldiers 
or thereabouts in England,” he said 
“But they are equipped with wooden 
guns!”

shown that hardly a single human 
being reaches mature life without a 
sear on his lungs or elsewhere show­ 
ing where tuberculosis had attacked 
him. and he, by his normal resist­ 
ance and vitality, had warded oft the 
continuance of the attack. 
Because tuberculosis is so wide­ 
spread, every man woman and child 
should give the most careful atten­ 
tion to those sings of the disease 
which point out danger. The treach­ 
erous disease germs may enter the 
body in early childhood and may not 
cause any serious trouble for ten or 
fifteen years. Then, ail of a sudden 
when the body is weakened by over­ 
work, worry, sickness, or bad living 
and working conditions these sleep­ 
ing germs wake up and become ac­ 
tive in the destruction of the lungs 
or other organs. 
The working man 
or woman, therefore cannot be too 
careful lo safeguarding of the health 
and in watching out for those sym­ 
ptoms which indicate that the 
dis­ 
ease of tuberculosis is actually pre­ 
sent. 
What, then, are some of the 
danger signals and wbut should be 
done about them? 
(1) First of all, there is a cough 
that hangs on and will not clear up. 
If it lasts for a month or longer, it 
is a red light, a danger signal, which 
you cannot afford to ignore. 
It may 
start with wet feet or .some other in­ 
significant 
circumstance, 
but no 
matter how the cough started if it 
does not go away, see your doctor at 
once. 
Colds frequently weaker, the 
bodily tone and ^resistant**, so that 
it is easy for the lurking germs to 
get a foothold. 
(2) Loss of weight, accompanied 
by a loss of appetite, and a certain 
amount of “stomach trouble” is an­ 
other danger signal, which you must 
not pas* unheeded. 
Sometimes loss 
of weight may come from some other 
cause than tuberculosis, but it pays 
to be on your guard. 
You may not 
have a cough, and you may exper­ 
ience very little trouble except 
a 
sort 
of chronic 
weariness. 
You 
ought, to know what your normal 
weight should be. 
If you begin to 
Ins#' five, ten or more pounds 
with­ 
out any apparent reason, look 
for 
sound medical advice at once. Some­ 
times wilh loss of weight goes a loss 
of appet it Ie, and trouble with bowels 
and stomach, even running to dir- 
rhon. 
Whether you arc losing much 
weight or not, 
look out 
tor 
this 
danger signal. 
It is warning that 
something is wrong. 
(3) Tbeu there is that run-down, 
a ll-the-time-tired 
feeling. 
Most 
people have days when thee fee! un­ 
usually tired, for some reason or 
other. Sui h an acca £ kina I period of 


you hate to get up anti dread to do 
anything but lie around and im lazy 
there is danger'll head. 
Thi- is N a­ 
ture’s warning to you that some en­ 
emy inside 
your body 
is 
sapping 
your vitality. Don’t ignore the warn­ 
ing signal! 
(4) 
Anyone of three symptoms 
just mentioned may occur singly or 
all of them may come at one time. 
When, to any or all, there is added 
fever in the late afternoon or during 
the night, accompanied po-oilily 
by 
sweats, beware of this danger signal. 
It is a bright red Hag which Nature 
waves before you cautioning you to 
give immediate heed. Anyone’s tem­ 
perature 
may rise 
at times, some 
people’s 
more easily 
than 
others. 
But when for a week every after­ 
noon about four or vc o'clock you 
wake up in dripping sweat, you may 
rest assured that there is nothing 
normal about that. Go to your doc­ 
tor at once and tell him about it. 
You may have no cough and no other 
sign of disease, and this may 
be 
the only warning you’ll get. 
Gi\e 
heed to it at once. 
(5) If you have a cough and 
in 
spitting you find streaks of blood in 
your sputum, you may rest assured 
that something is wrong. 
It may he 
a direct sign 
of tuberculosis, 
but 
whatever it is, you should attend to 
it at once. 
You cannot afford t > 
waste time putting if of. Nature may 
give you that mon* emphatic warn­ 
ing of the presence of tuberculosis, 
a hemorrhage of the lungs, 
lf so 
don’t be 
scared 
unduly, 
lf is a 
danger signal, and if you heed it, 
you may he safe. 
There arc other danger 
signals, 
some which you can set* and some 
which only a trained physician can 
detect. 
Your safety lies in getting 
medical attention us early as p o s ­ 
sible. 
Tuberculosis can he cured if 
it is discovered in time. 
The time 
to discover 
it is 
when

symptoms show themselves. 
Don’t 
take chances with Death. You’ll lose 
every time. 
Go to a good doctor, if you notice 
any of these danger signals, and in­ 
sist that he examine you stripped to 
tile waist, lf you can’t afford a doc­ 
tor. go to a free el in ic and he ex­ 
amined. 
Tt may cost a few dollars 
to be examined, but it may save you 
hundreds of dollars, untild suffering 
and possibly your life and that of 
your wife and family.

spread, every, man woman and tebild 
should give-the' most careful aften-ti 
:tibri to those sings of the disease 
which 'point: out danger. The treuch-. 
erous disease germs may enter thej- 
body in early childhood and may not 
cause any serious trouble for teii or 
fifteen years. Then, all of a' sudden 
when the body is weakened by over-, 
work, worry, sickness, or bad living. 
aid working conditions fhese sleep-, 
ing germs wake up and become ac- 
tive in the destruction of thc lungs 
or other organs: The working man; 
or woman, therefore cannot be too 
earefal in safeguarding of the health 
•ad-in Watching out tot *hdse sym- 
ptoms which indicate that tbe dis- 
ease of tuberculosis is actually pre- 
sent. What, then, are some of the 
danger signals -and what Should foe 
done about themf 


(1) First of all, there is a cough 


that hangs on and will not cleai1 up. 
If it lasts for a. month or longer, it 
is a jred light, a danger signal, which, 
you cannot afford to ignore. It may 
start with wet fett or some other ui- 
siguificant circumstance, 
but no 


matter how the cough started if it. 
does not gc away, sec your doctor at 
onco. Cokis frequently weaken the 
'bodily tone and'^esistanc*, so that 
it is easy for the lurking germs to 
get a foothold. 


(2) Loss of weight, accompanied' 


by a loss of appetite, .and a, certain 
amount of "stomach'trouble" is an- 
•sthcr danger «gnal> which you must 
not pass unheeded. Sometimes loss 
of weight may 'come from some other 
'cause tlan tobcrcnlosis, tut it pays 
to be on yonf guard. You may tot 
have a cough, and you may exper- 
ience very little trouble except a 
sort of chronic 
weariness. You

It 'is a bright red flag which Nature 
'waves' before you cautioning you to 
give immediate heed. Anyone's tfeui- 
perature may rise at times, so^ne 
people's more easily than others. 
But when for a week every after- 
noon about four or ve o'clock you 
wake up in dripping sweat, you may 
rest assured that thtrc is nothing 
normal about that. Go to your doe- 
tor: at once and tell him about it. 
Yon-may-have no cough and no other 
sign of disease, and this may 
be 


the only warning you'll get. 
Give 


heed to it at once. 


•(5) If yon have a cough and in 


spitting you find streaks of blood in 
your sputum, you limy rest assured 
that something is wrong. It may be 
a direct sign of tuberculosis, 
but 


whatever it is, you should attend to 
it at once. You cannot afford tj 
waste time putting it of. Nature mny 
give you that more emphatic warn- 
ing of thc presence of tuberculosis, 
a hemorrhage of the lungs. If-so 
don't be scared 
unduly. It is a 


• danger signal, and if you hcud-Jtj 
you may be safe. 


There are other danger 
signals, 


some which you can see and some 
which only a trained physician can 
detect. Yonr Safety lies in ;gettin» 
medical attention as early -as pos- 
sible. Tuberculosis can bfc cured :if 
iit is discovered in time.
